The  two  sides  of  the  street  are  mirror  im- 
ages of  each  other.  There  were  the  many 
clubs  and  remember  Kiev’s  lush  parks  filled 
with  Ukranians,  looking  up  from  their  chess 
games  to  ask  you  questions  like  "who  was 
the  best  president?”

SAME  (Students  Against  Moving  Emerson),  found- 
ed by  Emerson  student  Matt  Dorsey,  experienced  a 
full  and  challenging  year  as  Emerson’s  plans  to  move 
to  Lawerence  seemed  more  and  more  solidified,  but 
Dorsey  asserts  otherwise:  "The  move  is  not  inevita- 
ble. I think  the  facts  are  on  our  side.” 

In  October,  SAME  held  a petition  drive  and  rally, 
gathering  signatures  from  over  1200  students.  The 
petition,  which  stated  in  part  that  "We  believe  that 
neither  Emerson  College  nor  the  city  of  Lawrence  will 
benefit  from  this  move,”  was  sent  to  the  citizens  of 
Lawrence  prior  to  Election  Day.  In  spite  of  the  peti- 
tion and  the  presence  of  about  25  SAME  supporters  in 
Lawrence  on  November  8,  the  ballot  question  con- 
cerning funds  for  the  new  campus  was  approved, 
Emerson  received  $8.4  million.  As  the  first  semester 
wound  to  a close  it  seemed  SAME  was  defeated. 

But  later  in  November,  SAME  held  a re-organiza- 
tional meeting,  and  Dorsey  seemed  optimistic.  A let- 
ter-writing campaign  was  started  to  let  the  Board  of 
Trustees  know  that  students  still  felt  strongly  op- 
posed to  the  move.  In  addition,  plans  were  made  to 
"hit  the  ground  running”  spring  semester.  These 
plans  included  a newsletter,  reaching  out  to  parents 
and  faculty  for  additional  support,  and  continued 
publicity  and  field  work  through  a network  of  SAME 
supporters. 

The  Student  Government  Association  also  initiated 
a project  involving  SAME  and  the  administration  in 
putting  out  what  SGA  President  Andrea  Giannetti 
called  an  "objective,  non-biased  information  packet” 
which  would  represent  both  sides  of  the  issue. 


Student  Alumni  Relations  Association 
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The  Student  Alumni  Relations  Association 
bid  farewell  this  year  to  advisor  John  Col- 
lins, an  alumnus  and  longtime  friend  of  the 
college.  Among  the  successful  events  spon- 
sored by  SARA  was  this  year’s  "Encore” 
presentation,  a celebration  of  the  tradition 
of  original  comedy  performed  by  Emerson 
students.  The  Emerson  Comedy  Workshop 
opened  for  headliners  Brian  Frazer  ’86,  Su- 
san McGinnis  'S3  and  Eddie  Brill  ’80.

The  Student  Government  Executive 
Council,  under  the  leadership  of  Presi- 
dent Andrea  Giannetti,  became  active- 
ly involved  in  the  college’s  proposed 
move  to  Lawrence.  Executive  Council 
members  sat  on  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  on  committees  that  worked  with 
the  new  campus  planners.

Located  in  Boston's  colorful  Back  Bay  neighborhood,  Ralph 
Waldo  College  is  a small,  liberal  arts  institution  dedicated 
to  the  improvement  of  a tree  and  open  society  through  prepar- 
ing young  citizens  for  careers  in  the  glamorous  world  ot  show 
business  Here,  young  men  and  women  of  all  hair  colors  come 
to  discover  the  beauty  of  the  Biz,  in  all  its  inftnate  variety. 

It's  a pround  old  tradition.  Most  people  assume  the  col- 
lege is  named  for  Ralph  Waldo  Emerson,  the  famed  New
